atio^Hne situation in Iraq followed by a question and answer segment 
ith Michigan's U.5. 5enator Carl Levin. 

In front of an estimated 600 students Levin spoke of the situation in Iraq 
before answering the many questions students had. Levin is the senior 
Democrat on the Armed Services Committee and is a member of the Intel- 
ligence Committee. 

(This) means that a lot of my time is spent dealing with situations in 
raq.J've visited Iraq seven times, six since the start of the war," said Levin. 

Levin told the audience that the 
only solution for Iraq, in his opinion, 
is a political settlement. 

'In my judgment we should have 
t gone into Iraq now or later," said 
Levin. 

For Levin a plan to remove trooi 
from Iraq and to notify the Iraqi g< 
ernment of a removal which would 
begin at the end of the year would 
be a favorable idea 
"how we're in a situation where do 
we stay the course like the president 
said or do we find another way. If 
something is not working you need 
to find a way to make changes to 

maximize your chances for success," said Levin. 

he believes such a plan would force Iraq to take their country in their own 
hands and govern it themselves instead of using America's aid as a crutch. 

"\ would not have gone into Iraq. I would have stopped in Afghanistan.
